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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argue that the process of Xu et al. is not capable of producing single- 
walled nanotubes. However, Xu et al. specifically states that the process may produce, amongst 
other things, "single-wall tubular structures". The applicants additionally argue that the pressure 
and temperature ranges of Xu et al. are broad, and do not reflect the more narrow pressure and 
temperature ranges of the applicants. However, the teaching of Xu et al encompasses the entire 
range of the applicant Additionally, In re Malagari, 182 USPQ 549, states that it is obvious to 
select overlapping portions of ranges, when overlapping ranges occur.
